WFA  REVOKES  FSdll  OIL  ORDER  —  Because  essential  requirements  for  scarce  palm  oil 
can  be  met  from  government  stockpiles,  ITar  Food  Order  38  has  been  revoked,  the 
Regional  \JFX  Office  of  Distribution  announced  today. 

The  order  had  been  issued  in  Ilarch,  1943,  to  conserve  the  available  supply 
of  palm  oil  for  the  most  essential  uses,  and  required  that  the  use  of  palm  oil  t 
restricted  to  the  steel  and  tin  plate  industries,  and  to  processes  or  uses  in 
which  gl^/cerine  is  recovered. 

VlFIi  listed  tv;o  main  reasons  for  the  revolution  of  the  order:  first,  that 
all  imports  of  palm,  oil  nov;  go  into  the  government  stockpile,  Y/ith  V.?A  making 
allocation  to  critical  users,  and  second,  private  stocks  of  palm  oil  are  now 
about  exhausted.  ^0-  ("ore)

the  balance  of  odd  lots  of  canned  snap  beans  and  will  receive  offers  until 
November'  4<i    The  stocks,  3,915  cases  of  cut  green  and  cut  v/ax  boans,  vrere 
processed  in  Llaryland  and  vfarehoused  in  *Tashington,  D.  C.     These'represent  the 
remainder  of  odd  lots  of  canned  foods  jreleased  from  stocks  of  another  governme 
agency  and  turned  over  to  the  -YFA  to  sell  into  civilian  trade  channels. 
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
